Not To Be Allowed 


Petroleum 


For China 


Washington, Oct. 29. 

An official Commerce Department spokesman 
snid today that the American freighter, . Flying 
Cloud, will not be allowed to sail for Communist 
China with a cargo of petroleum jelly that might 
be used to lubricate military machinery. 

The jelly, also known.as petrolatum, already 
loaded on the Isbrandtsen Line vessel will be re- 
moved, presumably when the ship docks at New 
York on Monday or Tuesday. 


At the sarne time the Com- 
merce Department will issue 
new regulations on Monday de- 
signed to halt such shipments 
In the future.. 

At Wilmington, Delaware, the 
skipper of the Flying Cloud 
sald he has 66 {ons of petro- 
Icum jelly aboard his vessel 
destined for Communist China, 
but that he_has reetlved no 
orders from Federal} officials to 
remove it. : 

Captain Fred Rylanter satd 
the jelly, also known as petro- 
latum, was loaded on the ship 
at Baltimore a week ogo, after 
It had received clearance from 
the port nuthorities there. 

Neither he nor 
agents, Isbrandtsen Lines, had 
received any. United States 
Commerce Department order 
blocking the londing or order- 
ing the remeval 
Jelly from the freighter. 

The Cernmerce Department on 
Saturday alerted all ils agents 
throughout the country to stop 
any further exports of the pro- 
duct. Petrolatum (known by 
the trade name of vaseline) is 
used for medical purposes but 
may be used as lubricant for 
Industrial or military machinery, 
according, to Government offl-
